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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 32-34, 36, 37, 41, 42, 45, 52, and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Trott (4375834). 

Trott discloses anchoring a tool (fig. 13, 14) comprising housing 514 (presumed 
since figs. 13-15 are embodiments of fig. 1); slips 642 in the housing and biased to the 
retracted position; electric motor 626; wiring and control circuit (col. 9, lines 40-41); 
coupled to perforating gun 12; a power supply (col. 9, line 44); and mechanical release 
634, 640. This reference also discloses a method of actuating the anchor, then firing 
the perforator (col. 9, lines 63-67; col. 10, lines 1-6), then mechanically retracting via 
connecting rod 640 and drive rod 638 (col. 3, line 4, "releasably wedged"). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 40, 46, 47, 50, 51, 54 and 55 are allowed. 

Claims 39 and 43 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 13 September 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The examiner contends the "mechanical release" is not limited 
to the collet finger. The rods disclosed in Trott are considered to be a mechanical 
release since these rods can allow the slips to disengage.
